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BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

This society held its sixty-sixth annual meeting 
at Exeter Hall, on Wednesday, May 3, under the 
presidency of the Earl of Shaftesbury. 

The Rey. 8. B. Bergne read the annual report, 
which characterized the past year as one of re- 
markable interest, not only in the history of Hu- 
rope, but in the labours of the society. A 

Whatever moral judgment posterity might pro- 
nounce on the transactions which had disturbed 
and modified the condition of Europe during the 
last decade, their object had been uniformly fa- 
vourable to the circulation of the Scriptures, 
The area of practicable labour had been progress- 
ively enlarged, and there was now no part of 
Europe from which the operations of the society 
were formally and authoritatively excluded. The 
Scriptures, too, had gone forth on a scale greatly 
surpassing all former experience. Nearly four 
millions of copies of the Bible, in whole or in part, 
had been circulated during the year. 

The first speaker introduced was the Bishop of 
Gloucester and Bristol, who is better known to 
Christians in America as Bishop Ellicott, the au- 
thor of a Life of Christ, and of a series of com- 
mentaries upon some of Paul’s Epistles. We are 
confident that the opening paragraph of his ad- 
dress will be read with special interest by many 


who are familiar with his critical works, affording 


as it does anew illustration of the common interest 
which good men have in circulating the Bible: 


I do not think I can commence the few words 
that I shall have the honour of addressing you, 
better than expressing how deeply I feel the hon- 
our of having a resolution so important as that 
which I have just read committed to me, and the 


hint given by our noble chairman, that I have 
never stood upon this platform, that I have never 
gised my voice in this hall, before the present

so, when I say frankly, following the gentle | 


moment. After making such an ayowal, I must 
be conscious that I have suggested to many of 
those whom I have now the honour of addressing 
two questions, which for the cause of your good 
society, not for myself, I shall very shortly answer— 
why not here before? why here now? [I shall 
make bold to answer those two difficult questions, 
as I said, not in the least degree for myself, but 
that you may know that there is one speaking 
now to you who has his whole heart in the Cause ; 
that I am now speaking from a reality and a depth 
of conviction, and that I rejoice so to speak. My 
friends, the reason why I have not been here be- 
fore is simply this—I fear not to say it anywhere— 
that “TI was not fully persuaded in my own mind,” 
and I would have every one, if I may humbly 
give the advice, so to act. But, my friends, I 
was not “fully persuaded,” because I doubted 
speak it openly) of the breadth and the nature of 
the co-operation. Now, last year it pleased God 
that a change should come, Last year, the con- 
vocation of the province of Canterbury called me 
and others, a broad and mingled body, to take 
part in the revision of the authorized Scriptures. 
I joined that body, and I threw in my humble 
interest; and I may now frankly say to you, that 
after that decision my first visit was to your noble 
building, the Bible Society’s House. I went up 
into the noble on wae I looked round it, and I 
felt that, after the\responsible step I had taken, it 
was hard, indeed, that I should be a stranger there. 
I said as much to those around, and kind and 
friendly men ordered, in their goodness, that I 
should be no longer a stranger—that I should be 
a friend; and I, who might have doubted, on the 
one hand, about the breadth of co-operation, hay- 
ing, myself, by the teachings of experience—the 
best of teaching—seen that God’s word is indeed 
a blessed bond of unity,am now here, nothing 
doubting. . iw 
_ After alluding to the society’s work on the con- _ 


tinent during the conflict between France and 
| Germany, the bishop proceeded to speak of Italy: | 
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We have heard, in the report, statements made 
which must have thrilled all our hearts. The 
one, perhaps, that is now uppermost in the minds 
of most here present, is that signal announcement 
that Rome is now open to the word of God, I 
read, dear friends, with the utmost interest, and I 
advise you to read it, in the February number of 
the proceedings of this society, an account of that 
memorable entry. The writer seems to have been 
moved with a kind of enthusiasm to describe viy- 
idly and eloquently the strange circumstances, 
how the army entered through the gates; and 
how through the Porta Pia five faithful colport- 
eurs entered with their precious burden; and how 
through another gate, the Porta Giovanni, -six 
faithful men went into the city, and in the name 
of the King of kings, our Lord and Master, took 
possession thereof. My lord, we often hear, when 
our enterprising countrymen pass over stormy seas 
and find some isolated, uninhabited rock, how 
with glad hearts they plant there our national flag 
and claim the country for our own. But what a 
flag was that when these faithful men entered, car- 
tying with them two portions of Scripture, one 
the blessed leaves written by the Apostle St. Peter, 
and the other the Gospel according to St. Luke! 
These are things indeed to gladden us, to give us 
joyfulness of heart, to give us encouragement, to 
unite us more and more together, and enable us to 
look forward to a blessed and to a widening fu- 
ture. This memorable year has also seen other 
strange signs. I think I did not hear in the re- 
port, but I heard it two or three days ago at the 
Bible Society’s House, at a committee meeting over 
which I had the honour to preside, that when, very 
lately, the troops of the king of Italy swore their 
allegiance to him in the city of Rome, they did so 
no longer on the crucifix, but on the Scriptures. 
Tam told that a long table was placed in some 

. spot suitable for such a ceremony; that copies of 
the Holy Scriptures were laid along the table; 
and that soldier after soldier came and took his 
oath of allegiance—his military sacramentum— 
and took it no longer on the image of our Master, 
but on his own eternal living word. Another and 
very mysterious sign, but of a very different na- 
ture, I may also mention, as showing that the 
powers of darkness are feeling that the word of 
God is now entering into their realm. It was but 
yesterday that I read, with many others, with 
mingled feelings—pain, perhaps, being the pre- 
dominant one—a statement in one of the public 
papers, that at Naples the writer saw, near a place 
called the Riviera, what he deemed: to be torn 
fragments of papers or cast-away correspondence. 
On approaching nearer and taking up these frag- 
ments, which were in vast abundance and seen 
day after day, he found them to be portions of 
the word of God. Now, the feeling of every 
earnest person is distress, almost horror, that 
any portion of God’s word should have been sub- 
jected to such indignity. But, my friends, there 
is a higher view that may be taken of the inci- 
dent, What were the forces that moved those 
wretched trembling hands thus to tear up and 
cast away the blessed word of God? What was 
the dim feeling {that was moving this and that 
poor, darkened creature to take his Master’s word 
andrend it? There were forces behind him using 
his poor, trembling, faltering hands, They were 
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the powers of darkness arrayed against us. But 
let us only nerve ourselves the more, and recog- 
nize in such an act the nature of the antagonism. 
We are those against whom the powers of dark- 
ness are, it may be, gathering themselves more 
than eyer ; wherefore, far from being cast down 
at a san like this, let us take courage, remember- 
ing the mightiness of our mission, and go forward. 
Follow for a moment, in imagination, one af those 
poor cast-away fragments that are now in thought 
paining us. Who shall say that, by the power of 
the Holy Spirit, some poor suffering one seeking 
light, and vaguely seeking light, may not have 
picked up at his feet one of those flying fragnaents, 
and’in his sorrow read, and vaguely read, what sh 
presented itself to his sight? And suppose—and 

who shall limit the power of the Holy Ghost ? who 

shall speak of chance, when there is one fatherly, 

overruling Providence ?—suppose that those were 

words that found out his own case—that seemed 

to him a message from the skies that a moment 

before, he would have said, were of iron. It may 

be that many a fragment like that did its work. . 
When we think of the momentous changes caused | 
in the lives of many by passages of Holy Scripture 
suddenly presented to them, it is not too much to 
surmise that many such a passage may now be 
working in many a poor Italian heart.

Urvueuay.—A letter from the Agent at Monte 
Video shows that the work has been considerably 
interrupted by the yellow fever. Mr. Milne had 
gone over to Buenos Ayres, on official duty, and 
while there, the pestilence broke out, and all 
vessels from that port were put under quarantine 
in Monte Video, which rendered his return im- 
practicable. This prevented his sending his 
usual annual report, as, not expecting to be long 
from home, he did not take his papers and docu- 
ments with him. He has been somewhat hindered, 
also, by the wars and disturbances in the country; 
yet, on the whole, has done a good work during 
the year. He says: “All things taken into the 
account, I believe my last year’s work to have 
been by far the most successful; not so much for 
the greater number of books distributed as for 
the better use made of them. I very frequently 
hear of incidents occurring which go to show 
that the books we have distributed are now being 
carefully studied on Sundays and on week nights.

Francn,—Our readers may remember that a 
grant was made in January last, of $500 to the 
Evangelical Society of Geneva, to aid in‘swpply- 
ing French soldiers and citizens with the Holy 
Scriptures. A letter recently received from M. 
Dardier, secretary of that society, shows, that as 
the result of that grant there were distributed 
10,000 portions, consisting of the Gospels by Luke 
and John, and 4,219 Testaments, making 14,219 
copies. A letter from M. Dardier, in another 
place, gives some interesting particulars. That 
gentleman also sends us a minute and very in- 
teresting account of the labours in distributing 
the Scriptures among the soldiers, but it is too 
long for our columns. 

RusstA—SmBeER1A.—At length, to our great re- 
lief, we haye gratifying tidings of the last grant 
of Russ Testaments made for distribution in 
Siberia. A letter recently received from the Rey. 
Mr. Bidwell, who has kindly superintended this 
work for us, in relation thereto, is inserted 
elsewhere. The reader will see in the letter an 
explanation of the long delay in obtaizing tidings 
in regard to these. books. To this must be added 
the length of time it requires to interchange com- 
munications with so distant and remote a country. 

Eeypt.—We learn from the Rev. James Bar- 
nett, that the work by Bible circulation in Egypt, 
has been somewhat encouraging during the past 
year. The number of yolumes distributed was 
not very large, but it was without expense to our 
Society. In nine depots, besides the work on the 
Nile, there were sold 426 copies, for 4,131 piasters, 
or about $50. 

Inpra—K on apoor.—Since 1864, the Board have 
contributed a small sum—from $100 to $200 an- 
nually—to the Independent Mission at Kolapoor, 
under-the Rey. R. G. Wilder, now united with 
the Presbyterian Board. Having recently return- 
ed to his field, after an absence of some months in 
this country, he reports to us that the results of 
the grants thus made have been the distribution of 


* 8,679 copies of the Holy Scriptures, amounting to

1,586,390 pages, besides a large number of tracts 
and books, These have gone into every city, 
town, and village in this province, and reached 
many in the surrounding territory. Gratuitous 
distribution has been made very sparingly, and 
our Christian Scriptures and tracts seem always 
to be received and held in such estimation that we 
have good reason to believe they are exerting a 
powerful influence over thousands of minds in 
the 1,862 localities where he has visited and left

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The total copies of Scriptures distributed 
during the month of March has been 119, as fol- 
lows: Valparaiso, in the depository, 60; Valpa- 
raiso, outside depository,40 ; Santiago, 10; Talea, 9. 

Some interesting incidents occur in the work, a 
few of which only may be briefly noticed : 

A Spanish captain would never read the Bible 
in any case; was dead set against it. Another 
captain paid for Spanish Bibles and other books 
that three of his crew bought. 

Two candles were burning in a house before the 
image of a saint; a Testament had been bought 
there not long ago; the woman said: “I do not 
believe in these things.” She floats with the 
stream. 

A Chilian who has bought four Bibles to give 
away, has just now purchased another. In a 
shop where they have bought one of each of our 
books, they asked for others, 

Several captains, mates, and seamen wished 
there were a floating Bethel in this bay. 

A Chilian, who a year since tore his Bible to 
pieces, lately purchased a Testament. He has 
now more trust in Jesus and less in the power 
and knowledge of a priest. 

Every day persons are met with who know 
nothing of the Bible, nor are aware of the exist- 
ence of a Spanish Reformed Church. 

One woman having had a Testament for some 
years, recently said: “It isas good asnew.”’ She 
purchased a Pilgrim’s Progress in the Spanish 
translation. ; 

Daxota Inpians.—We are glad to "see? that 
these children of the forest continue to manifest 
increasing desire for the Bible. The entire New 
Testament, most of the Pentateuch, with the 
Psalms and Proverbs, have already been printed 
in their language, and the missionaries now send 
manuscripts of Ecclesiastes, the Canticles, and 
Isaiah, which will be at once put to press. The 
Rey. 8. R. Riggs writes us, that the copies of the 
New Testament already published are nearly ex- 
hausted, and a new emission will soon be wanted.

_ THE SCRIPTURES IN FRANCE, 

The Board some time ago made a grant of $500 
to the Evangelical Society of Geneva, for distribu- 
tion among French citizens and soldiers, The 
following letter has been received from the secre- 
tary of that society, which we translate and insert : 

GENEVA, April 22, 1871. 

On the 81st of March, 1871, we finished our 
campaign of colportage, and adjusted our ac- 
counts; and I now render you the account of the 
manner in which we have employed the grant 
which you kindly made to us, for the distribution 
of the Scriptures, especially among the soldiers. 

Your grant enabled us to distribute 10,060 
parts (St. John and St. Luke) and 4,219 New Testa- 
ments = 14,219. 

Inclosed I send you the copy of the report ot 
one of our agents who haye been employed in dis- 
tributing the word of God among the military. I 
am sure that you will read it with great interest. 
If you wish, you can insert it, either in part or en- 
tire, in your interesting Record. 7 
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The religious needs of France are greater than 
ever, and it is very desirable that Christians of all 
countries should unite, or rather rival each other, 
in their efforts to sow the field which God has 
ploughed so deeply. 

Our society would also be glad if your commit- 
tee would kindly continue to aid us, under the 


form which suits it best, in the evangelization of, 


France, as regards the Holy Scriptures. 


From the 1st of April, 1870, to the 31st of 


March, 1871, we have employed forty-three col- 
porteurs. They have sold 1,176 Bibles, and 8,048 
New Testaments. During the year we have dis- 
tributed gratuitously to the French soldiers in 
Germany, France, and Switzerland, 223,280 frag- 
ments of the word of God; 10,306 New Testa- 
ments. We have given to the French prisoners 
the portions of the New Testament. 

In France we have sold to the soldiers the New 

- Testament for ten centimes. 
This is what the Lord has allowed us to do. 


We deeply feel the necessity of giving thanks, and 


of asking God to water the seed of truth which 
. we have been able to sow.

THE BEST BOOK. 

There was once a heathen ruler in the island of 
Madagascar, who forbade the people to read the 
Bible, or even to have any part of it in their 
houses. Whoever disobeyed this command was 
cruelly punished, or put to death. But notwith- 
standing this wicked order, there were many 
Christian people who loyed to read about Jesus, 
and who trusted in Him, though they feared to 
have it known, lest they should lose their lives. 
Their enemies, if they discovered it, would go and 
denounce them, as the presidents and princes went 
to King Darius, and told him that Daniel regard- 
ed him not, nor the decree he had signed, which 
you can read about in the sixth chapter of 
Daniel. 

Although many laid down their lives in Mada- 
gascar to show their love to Jesus, and the rulers 
did all they could to make the Christian people 
go back to the worship of idols, there .was never a 
time, after the story of his love was first told 
there, when some did not believe in Him; yet 
they were often obliged to leave their homes and 
go and dwell in the mountains, and in places hard 
to get at, that they might worship God in peace 
and safety. 

When this wicked ruler died, an English mission- 
ary society sent the Rev. Mr. Ellis to the island, to 
tell them again about Jesus, for the laws forbid- 
ding it were repealed. He had been there 
some time, and was giving away parts of the 
Bible to those who wished to read them, although 
the persecution had not stopped, when one night 
he heard a low Jxnock at his door. He opened it 
and found some of the natives who had come a 
long distance to see him. They were timid, and 
fearful lest they might be discovered, but told him 
at last that they had heard he had got a book 
which contained “the words of David,” and they 
were very anxious to get them. It seems that 
they had a tattered copy of some of the Psalms, 
which had been read and re-read, and handled so 


much that it was almost worn out, but it was | 


all the word they had, and even this remnant 
belonged to several families. 
After much persuasion Mr. Ellis induced them 
to show it to him, and cautiously and carefully 
they brought it out from the place where they 
were carrying it, for him to see. He was very 
much interested in looking over it, to see the care 
they had taken, and the valuethey placed upon 
it; and told them if they would give it to him, he 
would give them the words of David, of Paul, of 


James, and the Gospels which tell about Jesus. At |

first they could hardly believe him, but finally they 
consented, He gave them some copies of the Bi- 
ble, and after talking and praying with them 
they hastened away, long before it was light, that 
they might not ve discovered. Mr. Ellis sent 
home the precious relic, to be kept by the socie- 
ty who sustained him, as a memoria! of the love 
of God’s word which these poor islanders had 
shown, 

Now when we read of their reverence for this 
Holy Book—of their long and dangerous journey 
to obtain a single copy, and the delight which 
they felt in carrying back to their homes a Bible 
in their own language—does it not make us feel 
that we value too little the privilege we have of 
reading it when we will? Perhaps some of us may 
love it more when we think of their desire to get 
it, and resolve with David, whose words they prized 
so highly, “I will delight myself in thy stat- 
utes: I will not forget thy word.”—Ps. exix. 16.

SIBERIA. 
LETTER FROM KEY. MR. BIDWELL. 
ST. Lours, Mo., May 10th, 1871. 

My Dzar S1r:—I am gratified and relieved of 
some anxiety, that intelligence has just reached 
me from Nicolairisky, Eastern Siberia, in regard to 
the grant of New Testaments in Modern Russ 
language, made by the American Bible Society 
for that country. 

Mr. Hiller writes: “I wish I could have sent 
you returns before this; but in consequence of the 
appointment of a new archbishop (a stranger), all 
the forms had to be gone through with again, in 
order to get permission to dispose of the Bibles.” 

“T am now awaiting advices from Blajiritchinck 
regarding the disposal of a part of the supply 
which I shipped to that place in the summer. I 
shall write you as soon as I hear from thence.” 

This is the substance of Mr. Hiller’s letter, and 
it speaks for itself. 

The place to which he had sent the supply (how 
many copies he does not say) is about 500 miles 
up the Amoor. I infer from his letter that the 
permission of the archbishop had been obtained, 
after long delay, previously to the sending of the 
books up the Amoor, and that they are already 
in many hands, and many families, carrying the 
glad tidings of the Gospel to the destitute and 
benighted souls in that dark land. I trust the 
American Bible Society will receive the benediction 
of the God of the Bible, for their labour of love 
to the people of Eastern Siberia. As I am ex- 
pecting to return to New York next week, I shail 
be glad to call and confer with you on this sub- 
ject.

EXTRACTS FROM AGENTS’ REPORTS, . 

The work looks encouraging. We expect the 
present year will show a large increase. I have 
addressed several congregations during the month 
with good success,—Rev. M. W. Staples, of Hast- 
ern New York. . ae 

The work of canvassing is going forward earn- 
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estly. We now have several experienced, efficient 
workmen in the field. There is no diminution in 
the proportionate amount of destitution as the 
work goes on. During the month I made my first 
official yisit to the Springfield and Washington 
County Bible Society. This is the oldest Bible 
Society in the State, having been organized in the 
year 1817. Of 130 members at its organization, 
only three are living: Rey. Nathan Hall, of the 
Presbyterian Church, who at that time took a yery 
active part in Bible work, was its first president ; 
and Barnabas M‘Henry, a pioneer of Methodism, 
was its first vice president. The American Bible 
Society has many devoted friends in Washington 
County.—fRev. Dr. George 8. Savage, of Kentucky. 

The operations of the Bible cause witnessed 
by me during the month of April were highly 
satisfactory. The new Bible year opens with 
cheering indications in various parts of the field, 
and I look for abundant fruits, at an early day, by 
the blessing of God upon the work done.—feo. C. 
H. Wiley, of Hast and Middle Tennessee. 

In April I visited four presbyteries, in distant 
parts of our State, and one district conference; 
and I found these bodies in warm sympathy with 
the Bible cause. 

At our Bible meeting in Columbia, an advance 
step was taken, and the purpose expressed no 
longer to tax the Parent Society with the credit 
system, but to pay for books in advance when 
ordered. I was glad to notice that the Bible is 
magnified in this important literary centre, both 
at the State University and in the two flourishing 
female colleges. 

I have just {organized an auxiliary society at 
Windsor, a growing town in Henry County, and 
within a mile or two of three other counties, 

The Missouri, Kansas, and Southern Railroad, 
just finished, and leading off by way of Fort Scott 
into Texas, is giving new life to that most im- 
portant section of Missouri, and to States beyond. 
The gentleman in charge of this road, apprecia- 
ting the work of the American Bible Society, 
kindly gave me a free pass. Five other roads 
have done the same.—Rev. Edmund Wright, of 
Missouri. 

New fields have been opened for distribution 
among our white Baptist brethren, in Greenyille 
and Edgefield Counties; and also among the col- 

_oured brethren of the same denomination, in 
Greenville County. They sell and distribute the 
books of the American Bible Society. i 

There is a growing demand for the Scriptures 
among Sabbath and other schools. Over 3,000 
Testaments haye been-distributed among twenty- 
five of these schools, white and coloured, by aux- 
iliaries and benevolent societies, with good results. 

Notwithstanding discouragements, the friends of 
the Cause have pushed forward the work of distri-

bution with commendable earnestness, and with 
not a little success.—Rev. A. Bolles, of South Car- 


olina.

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splendour above, have I erroneously, if atheism be 
true, believed “my Father made them all?” No! 
They are the result of laws subtle and material, 
acting and reacting without intelligence, and all 
tending to unknown and unknowable results. 

When in a dark and stormy night the heavens 
appear in lurid flames, can one retain in memory 
or describe in words each lightning flash? No more 
can one fully describe the emotions felt- when for 
an instant given up to the realized conception of 
“No God.” But as sickness and pain, when 
passed, heighten the enjoyment of restored health 
and freedom from suffering, so the return from this 
momentary thought of atheism has been followed 
by an appreciation of the firm belief in God, our 
Father, who lives and lives forever to pardon and 
bless his unworthy and otherwise helpless chil- 
dren, which only experience and faith can furnish.

CANVASSING IN KENTUCKY, 

Rey. Dr. George §. Savage, our Agent for this 
State, writes as follows: 


Committee: 


During the month of April, the canvass of seven 
counties was completed, and the thoroughness of 
the work, in three of them, will be seen by the 
accompanying statistics : 4 

In Christian County, 3,591 families were visited, 
of which 1,174 were found destitute, and 432 were 
supplied, besides 225 destitute persons. The 
agent who performed this work is Mr. Wm. Kay, 
who also obtained contributions to the Bible 
cause to the amount of $1386 25. 

In ‘Nelson County, Rev. George Froh has been 
engaged, and he reports: Families visited, 1,461; 
families found destitute, 348; destitute families 
supplied, 257, among which were thirty-seven 
Romanists. The amount collected by this agent 
is $108 35. 

Mr. L. Hirsburg, agent for Hardin County, has 
visited 1,811 families ; of which he found 428 des- 
titute, and supplied 194, besides nineteen individ- 
uals. His collections amounted to $107 60.

From the time when the Book of Genesis was” 


written by Moses, in the deserts of Arabia, until the

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completion of the Book of Revelation, in Patmos, 
more than two thousand years*interyvened. Dur- 
ing this long period many writers were employed 
in composing the Sacred Canon. They wrote at 
great distances of time and place from each other, 
yet when their writings come to be collected and 
placed in one book, styled, by way of eminence, 
the Bible, they are found not only to agree, but 
actually to interpret each other. If a builder, 
intending to erect a house, should order stones to 
be brought from several states and countries, and 
should discover, upon their delivery, that all the 
stones had been chiselled and fitted for their re- 
spective places in the structure, he would con- 
clude either that his architect had given direc- 
tions to have them all thus prepared according 
to his plan, or else that a most notable and un- 
heard-of miracle had been wrought. And so when 
we note the accurate agreement of the sacred writ- 
ers, we must believe either that they were moved 
by one spirit, or that the most stupendous miracle 
had been wrought by which many men of differ- 
ent countries, education, and personal peculiari- 
ties, had all combined to produce a work symmet- 
rical and harmonious as Solomon’s Temple. Ac- 
cident or chance are out of the question here. 
Hither the Spirit of God directed the sacred. writ- 
ers, and if he did then all is explained; and if he 
did not, then we find kings, priests,’ lawyers, 
prophets, fishermen, and tent-makers, many of 
whom had neyer seen nor heard ‘of each other, 
effecting a work which has never been paralleled 
either in the grandeur of its aim or the symmetry 
of its execution. 

We have the lives of Washington, by Marshall, 
Irving, Sparks, and Headley. Do they agree in the 
main features of their narratives as Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, and John agree in their delineation of the 
character and life of Christ? We have works on 
Moral Philosophy by Paley, Wayland, Alexander, 
and others, all of whom endeavour, to the best of 
their ability, to set forth a consistent scheme of 
morals. Do they agree, in the rudiments of their 
systems, as David, Solomon, and Christ agree? 
And among all our differences in theological dog- 
mas, among Trinitarians and Unitarians, Calvin- 
ists and Methodists, who yet has ever charged 
thesé differences upon the Scriptures? Who has 
discovered any discrepancy between Moses and 
Paul, Isaiah and John? Prejudiced and bigoted 
as men often are in their controversies with one 
another, yet none have ever been found so wicked 
and base as to accuse the Bible of containing con- 
tradictions in doctrines or in morals. Variations 
in style exist, but these are only as the variations 
of the seven hues of light, which serve to make 
the rainbow both visible and beautiful.— Christian 
Intelligencer.

THE BIBLE AS A READING-BOOK. 

In favour of the use of the Bible as a reading- 
book in schools, Professor Huxley gives his testi- 
mony in language of unusual warmth, which may 
surprise those of his critics who accuse him of dis- 
carding the religious sentiment altogether, “I 
have always been strongly in favour of secular 
education, in the sense of education without the- 
ology; but I must confess I have been no less 
seriously perplexed to know by what practical 
measures the religious feeling, which is the essen- 
tial basis of conduct, is to be kept up, in the 
present utterly chaotic state of opinion on these 
matters, without the use of the Bible. The pagan 
moralists lack life and colour, and even the noble 
Stoic, Marcus Antoninus, is too high and refined 
for an ordinary child. Take the Bible as a 
whole; make the severest deductions which fair 
criticism can dictate for shortcomings and posi- 
tive errors (szc) ; eliminate, as a sensible lay teacher 
would do, if left to himself, all that it is not de- 
sirable for children to occupy themselves with— 
and there still remains in this old literature a 
vast residuum of moral beauty and grandeur, 
And then consider the great historical fact that, 
for three centuries, this book has been woven into 
the life of all that is best-and noblest in English 
history; that it has become the national epic of 
Britain, and is familiar to noble and simple, from 
John-o’-Groat’s House to Land’s End, as Dante 
and Tasso were once to the Italians; that it is 
written in the noblest and purest English, and 
abounds in exquisite beauties of mere literary 
form; and, finally, that it forbids the veriest 
hind who never left his village to be ignorant of 
the existence of other countries and other civil- 
izations, and of a great past, stretching back to 
the farthest limits of the oldest nations in the 
world. By the study of what other book could 
children be so much humanized and made to feel 
that each figure in that vast historical procession 
fills, like themselves, but a momentary space in 
the interval between two eternities; and earns 
the blessings or the curses of all time, according 
to its effort to do good and hate evil, even as they 
also are earning their payment for their work.”—

STORY OF A BIBLE, 
TOLD BY THE AKCHBISHOP OF YORK. 


Let me tell you the story of the little book which 
I hold in my hand. It is a copy of the New Test- 
ament, but on the title-page is written “Vol. 
1,000.” The reason of that is, that there is a 
great publisher in Germany, who has printed for 
the use of English people living abroad, and for 
the American, almost all the English classics, and 
when he had come to the 999th volume of his 
great series he said to himself, “I will present to 
the English people, in gratitude for the patronage 
they have given me, the present they love the 
most. I will give them a copy of the New Testa- 
ment, printed with the utmost care, and sold at 
a price which cannot remunerate me.” But the 
point of my story is this--that the book which 
was published two or three months ago, has been 
so much appreciated on account of one peculiar 
feature in it, that the public, instead of receiving 
it as a present, have paid for it as a matter of bus- 
iness. The book, instead of selling 8,000, or 
10,000, has sold now some 80,000 copies; and the 
publisher, in spite of himself, has heen enriched 
thereby. And what does this mean? Why, it 
means that there is an almost passionate avidity 
among our people to read and study the word 
ot God. The peculiar feature in this volume is,. 
that besides the actual text of the New Testa- 
ment, there are two or three lines at the foot of 
the page, which show the variations of the three 
greatest manuscripts ever discovered. You may 
perhaps wish that there was no such thing as a 
variation talked of; but no volume will do more 


than this will do to confirm our confidence in the 
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New Testament as we have it, because although 
there are variations, yet we have, on the one hand, 
manuscript authority for the New Testament, 
such as exists in no other ancient work whatever, 
and because on the other hand, these variations, 
such as they are, affect no doctrine, but leave the 
substance of the blessed New Testament to us en- 
tirely intact. 

We hardly need inform our ‘intelligent readers 
that the “little book” here referred to is Tauch- 
nitz’s edition of the New Testament.

Did you ever think of the great mercy you. now 
enjoy in having a cheap Bible in your own lan- 
guage? Before the art of printing was known it 
took much more than a man could earn in a whole 
year to buy a Bible. Nowa poor man as well as 
a rich merchant may have one for tenpence, or a 
New Testament for fourpence. 

There are many lands now in the same dark 
state as England was in former times. But mis- 
sionaries have gone to them, and haye worked 
hard to give the holy word to the people. You 
shall hear about some of these Bible printers, in 
one of the South Sea islands.

One evening, as the sun was setting in gold and 
purple clouds on the sea, there came a canoe with 
five men in it, from another island. They pulled 
down the mat which served fora sail, jumped on 
shore, and ran quickly to the Bible printers. 
“What is it you have come for?” they were asked. 
“Tuka, or Te Parau na Luka,” (Luke, or the 
word of Luke), was the reply. They then held up 
large bamboo canes filled with cocoa-nut oil, 
which they had brought to pay for the books, 
They were told none were reacly, but if they would 
come in the morning they should have them. 

Night came on, and the Bible printers went to 
rest. In the morning they looked out of the win- 
dow, and there they saw the five men lying along 
the ground, their only bed being a few leaves. 
“Why did you not go and find lodging: some- 
where? Why have you lain out of doors all this 
cold night?” they were asked. “Oh,” they said, 
“we were afraid if we had gone away some one 
might have come before us in the morning, and all 
the books would have been gone.” 

The men then went into the house, and gave 
their oil for five Bibles. They asked for two cop- 
ies more, one for a sister, and another for a moth- 
er. Each‘book was now nicely wrapped in a piece 
of white native cloth and put in the bosom. They 
did not stop to take any food, but pushing their 
canoe from the shore on to the sea, they raised 
their matting sail and steered away, rejoicing, to 
their native island. 

Now, what shall be said to those who can ob- 
tain the Bible without any trouble, and perhaps 
for nothing? Not a part of it only, as the Gos- 
pel of St. Luke, but the whole of the Old and 
New Testaments, nicely and strongly bound, and 
of a size which a boy may put in his pocket, or a 
girl in her little bag. aa 

Some children do not value anything which 
costs a small sum, or which they have got with 
ease. But if the young in England had to travel 
many miles, or over cdleep seas, for a copy of the 
Bible, they would learn to value it more than they 
now do. 

And when a Bible is obtained, what is done 
with it ?_ Itis very sad to see it thrown aside and 
unread ; or hid in a corner of a room, all over dust, 
and its leaves torn and soiled. Young reader, 
where is your Bible? Is it kept neat and clean, or 
is it torn and laid aside? When did you last read 
it? Haye you read achapter to-day, or any day 
this week? How many verses have you learned 
during this last month? When did you pray that 
God would give to you his Holy Spirit, to teach you 
from his word? Do you seriously read in your Bi- 
ble of the great love of Jesus Christ in dying on 
the cross to save sinners? Can yourepeat what He 
said when He invited little children to come to 
Him? Do you remember any text about the evil 
and misery of sin? or on the nature and duty of 
repentance? or on being born again? or on being 
saved through faith in the Son of God? or on the 
joys of heaven? or on the woes of hell? Take 
your slate, or a piece of paper, and write them 
God to bless them to your soul. 

Oh! sad indeed will it be for many children, 
born in a Christian land, watched over by pious

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, the 1st inst., at half-past three, P. M., 
Norman White, Esq., Vice President, in the chair, 
assisted by Frederick 8. Winston and A. Robertson 
Walsh, Esqs., Vice Presidents. 

The death of A. P. Cumings, Esq., one of the 
Managers, was announced, when a letter was pre- 
sented from Rey. Dr. §. I. Prime, communicating 
a message of kind remembrance from Mr. Cumings 
to the Board. 

The Rey. M. §. Hutton, D.D., read the 103d 
Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Six new auxiliaries were recognized; one in 
each of the States of Ohio, lowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Missouri, and Texas. 

Communications were received from Mr. Andrew 
M. Milne, Monte Video, in relation to his work; 
from Rev. C. Willerup, Copenhagen, with an ac- 
count of Bible distribution in his mission in Den- 
mark; from Rev. Dr. Revel, Florence, as to Bible 
, work in Italy; from Rey. James Barnet, Cairo, 
with an account of Bible distribution on the Nile; 
from Rev. Mr. Schereschewski, Peking, reporting 
his progress in translating the Old Testament into 
the Mandarin colloquial dialect; and from Rey. 
W. H. Bidwell, stating the reception at Nicolarai- 
sky of the Russ Testament, and its circulation in 
Siberia. A letter was also received from Rey. Dr. R. 
S. Storrs, Rome, Italy, with a copy of his letter to 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, to which 
he had been appointed delegate by the Board. 
Circumstances prevented his attendance, 

Grants of books were made to various parties, 
feeble auxiliaries, and responsible individuals, 
amounting to 2,878 volumes, in different lan- 
guages, besides others to the amount of $2,000 to 
the Memphis and Shelby County Bible Society for 
supplying that and adjoining counties, and $700 
worth to other societies at the South and West; 
$500, in funds, were appropriated to the Eyangel- 
ical Society, in Geneva, for circulating the Scrip- 
te among the French citizens and returned

It was resolved to print the Epistles of the New 
Testament in the Benga language, for the Corisco 
Mission, Africa; and the books of Ecclesiastes, 
Song of Songs, and Isaiah, in the Dakota language. 

Two new Managers were elected to fill vacancies 
in the Board, viz., George W. Lane and Henry A, 
Oakley, Esqs. Nine Vice Presidents were chosen : 
Marshall 8. Bidwell and Richard P. Buck, Esqs., of 
New York; Ex-Goy. J. L. Chamberlain, of Maine;

A committee, consisting of Rey. Dr. Joshua

presented a report, which was adopted,
